Mr. Myers’ Republicanism. New York, New Haven 


‘The long and peculiar attack of the Haverhill 
Gazette on the Republicanism of Representative 
Myers needs few words, ard only a few words, 
it seems to us, to dispose of the whole thing, 
especially when it is borne in mind that the 
animus of the attack is that same old chestnut— 
Mr. Myers’ opposition to the libel bill. Here 
are some of the facts regarding Mr. Myers’ 
Republicanism about which the Gazette is so 
agitated : 

For seven years he has been a member of the 
Ifouse of Representatives, and he has served 
with 700 or 800 Republicans there—no one of 
whom ever yet made the discovery that he was 
nota thorough-going Republican. For some 
eight or ten years he has been a regular delegate 
to the Republican state convention, and he has 
tominated such men as Atty.-Gen. Knowlton, 
Lieut.-Gov. Roger Wolcott, and last year Sec- 
retary of State Olin, and neither these gentlemen 
nor their friends, nor any of the members of 
these conventions ever suspected that he was 
not a Republican. Besides, he belongs to and 
helped to organize the Republican Club of Mas- 


mittee on admissions; he isa member, and has 
been for years, of the Middlesex Club, which 
is the most thorough-going, dyed-in-the-wool 
Republican organization in the stat: he is a 
member of that stalwart old organization—the 
Massachusetts Club, with such members as Sen- 
ator Hoar, Gov.
